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Continuation of 3. NOTE: (a) Tlie amendments to claims 1 , 3 and 30 raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search by claiming limitations not previously claimed and disclosed in the specification. 

(b) New conditions claimed in claims 1, 3 and 30 raise the issue of new matter. 

The specification fails to recite or support "modified by pressing or by rolling" in line 6 of claim 1 . The specification (paragraph 01 07 and 
Figure 2) discloses roller pressing as pressing alternative to flat plate pressing, and not rolling as an alternative to pressing. 

In claim 3, the specification does not recite or support "hollow fiber membrane has a contact angle of 70 degrees or less" (bridging lines 4 
and 5). The specification discloses the hollow fiber membrane made of a synthetic polymer having the contact angle, and not the hollow 
fiber membrane having the contact angle. See paragraphs 0027 and 0075, and original claim 6. 

In claim 30, the specification fails to recite or support "deformed rectangle having diagonal axes of unequal length" and "deformed oval 
having opposing concave sections on each side wall". These shapes are not disclosed in the specification. The specification fails to 
disclose the former shape being a diamond and the latter shape being a dumbbell. Furthermore, reciting "deformed rectangle" and 
"deformed oval" indicates that that the shape before modification is a rectangle and an oval which is inconsistent with claim 1 requiring the 
initial shape before modifying to be a perfect circle.
